Berlin's Inefficient Fire Brigade. 


Lorpon, Sept. 24.—The recent fire in Berlin, 
resulting in the death of three persons and 
the injury of eleven, all occupants of one 
house, has been the subject of a careful 

’ official inquiry, with a view to discover the 
reason for sucha calamity. The investiga- 
tion was all the more rigid because of the fact 
that this particular fire had been preceeded by 
numerous others attended by loss of life. The 
inquiry has revealed the fact that the Berlin 
fire brigade is ina deplorable state of ineffi- 
clency and that the serious results of the fires 
feferred to are directly tracebie to this 
Sause. Not only is the discipline of the forces 

r and the management in inefficient hands, 

the machinery is largely of an obsolete 
type, and there is hardly any life-saving de- 
partment of the service worth speaking of. 
The report on the inquiry calls for # thorough 
#éGrganization of the brigade. There is 
much agitatioh among thé citizens and 
property owners of Berlin over these reve- 
lations aud u reform of the system is speed; 
looked for. One cause of the unsatisfactory 
state of affairs noted is that the bulidings 
erected in recent years, during the rapid 
growth of thé city over new territory, are of 
a much flimsier, though more showy ¢harac- 
ter as arule, than those in the older portion 
of the city and are, therefore, more subject to 
rapid déstruction by fire. The fire brigade 
Was equal to the necéssitiés of the case when 
thé bulldings were constructed of compara- 
tively uninfammabile material, but it has not 
kept pace with modern reqdulrements in con- 
nection with changed methods of construction 
and architecture. 


The Colon Conflagration. 


PANAMA, VIA GALVESTON, Sept. 1. — The fire 
which destroyed aimost three-fourths of the 
city of Colon, or Aspinwall, has been sub- 
dued. It began in Rathburn & Pratze’s store 
on Bolivar and Fifth streets, near the éléctric 
light works, which was entirely destroyed. 
It burned to the market place in the cep 2 
the city, and then wört M three Jirections, 

“south ibrough Bolivar street, and west and 
east through Fifth street. In the start the 
flames caught large quantities of aleohol, 
spirits, petroleum and other  high- 
ly inflammable stuff and . got be- 
youd control almost from the start. 
All the heavy business houses 
on Front and Bolivar streets were burned to 
the ground, and on Fifth street, both east and 
west, dwellings and business houses were 
Gestroyed. On West Fifth street the houses 
ot the Royal Mall, Panama Railway and 
general superintendent’s office. About one 
hundred and fifty buildings were destroyed, 
including the Post-office, Supreme Court, 
Aleadia, Municipality Pretectura, the 
agencies of all the steamship lines except the 
Pacific, Royal and French offices. The lose is 
fully $1,500,000. The Panama Railway lost 
over $100,000. There was a small panic fol- 
lowed by a riot during which thieves tried to 
Steal goods. They were driven away and 
soldiers now guard the burned stores.

The de- 
fendant had the best of the testimony, how- 
ever, and was discharged, Judge Campbell 
holding that the provocation had been great 
and also ruling thatthe preponderance of the 
evidence submitted showed that Dr. Fischer 
had kicked at Bertram as soon as he had an 
nounced himself. When the case first be- 
eame public it was claimed that Bertram had 
seta large mastiff upon Dr. Fischer. All of 
the evidence showed that tuere was no 
truth whatever in this statement, although 
Bertram’s dog was with bim on the night of 
the trouble.

They want one which has 

well thumbed, and with that mark of approval 
on it they will take it. The greatest trouble 
we have is with well grown boys and girls, 
who think they are oid enough to read any- 
thing. A girl always hears of Ouida and 
wants to read her works and she feels that 
the proper respect has not been shown her 
age wher she is refused. Sometimes she is 
offended when we tell her she cannot have 
‘Wife in Name Only,’ Her Dearest Foe,’ 
‘Lady Damor’s Seoret,’ ‘Married, but Not 
Mated.’ 

Boys progress from the age when their 
greatest longing isto be alone in some quiet 
spot with Don Carlos“ Ranch’ on their knees, 
devouring Alger’s works or Trowbridge or 
Oliver Optic to the time when, with much 
dignity, they ask for Count Lyof Tolstoi’s 
‘Kreutzer Sonata,’ “Balzac’s Droit Stories,’ 
Nana“ or ‘The Pace That Kills,’ and they do 
not understand what nonsensical rules pre- 
vent young men as old as they are from 
reading such works. When they pass 
that e, if they continue to read, 
they read good books and theré is no more 
trouble with them, but the care must be exer- 
cised when they are young. Now inthe Ju- 
venile Department we have such stories as 
Aiger’s and Adams’, but only one copy of 
each, It is generally out and so but few of 
the children read it. The objection to many 
such books is that they teach bad English be- 
cause they are fuil of the siang phrases of 
sailors or the street characters in 
them and they give a boy the wrong 
idea of life. Boys learn many lessons from 
books because their minds are Pg Aegean ect 
and they read very intently and for that rea- 
son their reading should be carefully 
guarded. 
» A SENSIBLE RULE. 

Don't force good books on them, but put 
good books in their way. They will read them 
and they will acquire the use of good English, 
how to spell, and take from them many goo 
lessons. The Forum a short while ago 
contained an article in which a number of dis- 
tinguisbed people told what book had most 
influenced them and it was shown that in 
some cases the whole course of a life had been 
affected by reading one book.’’

POST-OFFIC® INSPECTOR DICE ON TRE 
ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


Papers Which Publish Lottery Ads. De- 
barred From the Mails—The Great Re- 
duction in Post-Office Business at New 
Orleans—Post. Office Box Problem—Fifth 
National Bank Litigatien. 


HE public should now that 
the depositing in the mails 
of a letter concerning a lot. 
tery is an offence,’’ said 
Post-Office Inspector Dice, 
and thé penaity is a fine, 
. Imprisonment for one year 
or both. Formerly the sender 
ot a letter of inquiry con- 
— £ cerning the drawings or 
d scheme of a lottery was gull- 
ty of no offense. The law 
approved on Sept. 19 makes 
such action an offénse. A 
person who writes to any 
company for tickets commits 
an offense, and all such let- 
ters are non-mailable. The new 
law does not empower any person connected 
with the postal seryice to break the seal of a 
letter to ascertain if the letter contains the 
prohibited matter; but should any one secure 
information that the matter contained is con- 
cerning a lottery the sender may be prose- 
cuted. 
‘*Postmasters have been instructed that all 
newspapers containing advertisements of lot- 
terles, circulars concerning iotteries, are 
non-mallable, and they will refuse to deliver 
registered letters to lottery companies or their 
agents, or issue monéy orders payable to lot- 
tery companies. ; 
„Ihave just returned from New Orleans, 
where the effect of the new law is felt most 
heavily. The withdrawal of the Louisiana 
Lottery Co.’s business in consequence of this 
law has reduced the business of the New Or- 
jeans Post-office 25 per cent. The Lottery Co. 
says it has stopped using the mail, and has 
transferred its money business to the ex- 
press companies, It did not stop de- 
cause it was afraid of prosecutions 


in New Orleans. It was safe enough so long 
as we were compelled to prosecute it at the 
office its matter was mailed, bat under the 
new law the venue iseither at the o of 
nailing or the office of delivery. The Louis- 
iana company would not be so impregnable in 
St. Louis as in New Orleans.

Miraculous Escape of the Passengers—The

The Counß de Paris is coming to 
America with a royal retinue to be feted 
ahd eulogized: by the great G. A. R.

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A HUMILIATING RESOURCF. 


The severest biow at the lottery swindle 
caused by the new anti-lottery law is the 
crushing of the disreputable business of 
publishing lottery advertisements in any 
form through the cutting off of news- 
papers. containing such advertisements 
from the use of the postal service. But 
while this result is occasion of rejoicing 
and congratulation on the part of re- 
spectable people the mecessity for the 
means of its accomplishment is an occa- 
sion of humiliation, especially to St. 
Louisans. 

The State of Missouri has excellent 
anti-lottery laws which forbid the sale of 
lottery tickets and the publication of lot- 
tery advertisements under sufficient pen- 
alties. Whilethe difficulty of collecting 
testimony may be urged in justification 
of failure to stop the vending of lottery 
tickets no plea of this sort is admissible 
in the case of lottery advertisements. 
The evidence in this case is in print and is 
plainly producible and incontrovertible at 
all times. Yet disreputable newspapers 
haye published lottery advertisements 
day after day in the face of public indig- 
nation and despite repeated demands that 
the law be enforced and yiolstions of it be 
punished. When some show of enforcing 
the law has been made the attempts were 
shameful juggles for the protection of 
law-breakers. 

That Congress had to be called upon to 
put a stop to the violation of the laws of 
Missouri is a disgrace to the State 
authorities, a disgrace to the Police Com- 
missioners of St. Louis, a disgrace to the 
courts of the city and a humiliation to 
all good citizens. It proves that corrupt 
and bold offenders may defy the laws of 
the State under the present administra- 
tion.

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Ir is to be hoped that the call on the 
State Committee to interfere and flx up 
a new nomination for the Democrats of 
the Eighth District does not come from 
any member of it who has interfered too 
much already with the nomination for 
Congress in that district.

BIRCHALL’S SHREWD COUNSEL CONFUSES 
THE PROSECUTOR’S MEDICAL EXPERT. 


Third Day ef the Great Murder Trial at 
Woodstock, Ontario—Crowds in Court— 
Feeling in Faver Of and Against the 
Prisoner—Birchall Cool and Collected— 
Dr. Welford’s Testimony. 


Woopsrock, Ontario, Sept. 24.—The third 
Gay of the great murder trial opened with the 
ease looking decidedly black for J. Reginald 
Birchall. Every point in the damaging evi- 
dence advanced by the crown is being op- 
posed with masterly skill by the defense, but 
the grim line of evidence remains unbroken. 
The defense,so far,has been extremely severe 
In cross-examination. What will be offered 
when the defense opens its case remains a 
mystery. Some say there are surprises in 
but no inkling of what they are 
Das been given. There was no appreci- 
able diminution in the crowd that 
swarmed about the court-house this morning 
awaiting for admission. To prevent over- 
crowding admission is regulated by tickets 
and the demand for them has been over- 
whelming. This is apparentiy ladies’ day for 
the central part of the court - room is filled 
with the fair sex, while many others, friends 
of court officials, occupy seats near the 
zudge's bench. The prisoner had slept well, 
and was up in time to perform his usual care- 
ful toilet before being called to face the judge 
and jury for the day. He was ready and wait- 
Ing for the Deputy Sheriff when the latter 

ARRIVED IN A HACE. 

It has been reported that Birchall was hand- 
cuffed on the way to and from the court- 
room, but such is not the case. He is the 
quietest, most easy-going prisoner any jailer 
ever hadtodo with, and neither complains 
nor gives trouble in any way. There was the 
weual great crowd at the Towa Hall entrance 
to see. him pass, and his appearance was 
warmiy criticised by many. Birchall has 
ralsed up in this commuitytwo clearly defined 
parties, one in his favor ana the other against 
aim. The latter party are the more numerous 


and they are having their own way pretty 


well during the presentation of the case for 


the prosecution, but the prisoner’s friends 
are stalwart, and are quite convinced either 
that he is innocent, or that it will be impossi- 
bie to ore him guilty. 

Birchall was brought in at 9:45 and imme- 
diately became the focus for all eyes. He 
stood the scrutiny with noncbalance, some- 
times smiling in recogrition at somebody he 
knew. He wore a black tie and standing col- 
Jar this morning and looked as neat as a pin. 
The terrible chain of evidence that jis being 
forged by the prosecution appears to have no 
effect on him and he listens impassively to 
the witnesses. Neither Mrs. Birchall nor her 
Alster was in court this morning.

The doctor was compelled 
to admit that under ordinary circum- 
stances decomposition would begin in three 
days, but there was no decomposition when 
the body was found.

In reply to questions by Mr. Osler, Crown 
counsel, the doctor said the wound on the 
scalp was very slightand little attention was 
paid to it by those who made the post-mortem 
examination. 

DR. WELFORD. 

Dr. Welford of Woodstock stated that he 

had gone to Princeton on the night the body 


was found. He accompanied a lady 
friend who thought the body might 
might be that of a relative. They went 


down by a freight train then avaliable. 
They found the body at the Swartz under- 
taking establishment lying on a stretcher. 
The doctor then went on to describe 
the appearance of the body, corroborating 
what bad already been said as to its attitude, 


the frozen sleet in the sleeve 
and the clothing. He gave a 
graphic and interesting descrip- 


tion of how he helped to thaw out and un- 
dress the body in order that it might be ready 
for the post-morten examination. In telling of 
the amount of frozen matter in the sleeve 
covering the arm which stood upright as the 
body iay on its back, he stated that it took 
longer to get the sleeve off the arm than it 
did to thaw out all the rest of the body. 
Indentations were made on the neck and body 
as, though the body had laid across hard sub- 
stance. This stiffness in a body of a person 
dying by violence would set in from two to 
three hours after death. 
IN FAVOR OF THE PRISONER. 

There were two or three important points 
in the cross-examination in favor of the pris- 
oner. One was that while the rigor mortis set 
in a few hours after death, being complete in 
about four hours, it passed away again six or 
eight hours later. Another was that the shirt 
was clean and stiff—a good deal more limp 
when the body wes thawed out than before 
but still looking as if it had not long since 
been laundried. Altogether, the appearance 
of the shirt did not indicate that the body had 
been in a rain storm all night. St ill another 
point was the doctor’s decided opinon, formed 
atthe time he saw the body, not that it had 
fallen in the position in which it was found 
and then frozen stiff, but that it had been 
thrown or placed in that position. 

Mr. Blackstock brought outalso that there 
was a mark on the left leg of the drawers near 
the calf, as the leg had struck against 
a charred stump, and a slight discoloration of 
the skin about the locality. This did not 
seem to have been noticed by the doctors at 
the time of the inquest. The witness testified 
that there wasastump on the way from the 
entrance to the swamp to where the body was 
found, but he could not pee. whether the 
stump was charred or not vidence as to 
the post-mortem investigation was still being 
given when the court rose for recess.

MR. CAHILL WORRIED BY THE ROW OVER 
THE MEXICAN BAND. 


The Lecal Musicians Seem Determined te 
Make a Test Case of the Band’s Coming 
—They Send Notice te District Attorney 
Reynolds This Merning—What Mr. Cahill 
Haste Say. 


In consequence of the row stirred up over 
the prospect of the Mexican Band coming to 
St. Louis to play at the Fair Ground this sea- 
son, it is possible thgt the Mexican Govern- 
ment may withdraw ite consent to such a plan 
and thus compel the Fair Association to hire 
its musicians at home. 

Mr. Cahill is greatly perturbed over the 
clash that has arisen in consequence of the 
objections raised by representatives of the 
Musicians’ Union to the Mexican Band coming 
to St. Louis, and declares that if the Mexican 
Government knew of it the consent of the 
officials would at once be withdrawn. 

I I had ever had any idea that the pros- 
pect of the band’s coming to St. Louis to play 
would have caused the slightest amount of 
ill-feeling or discussion not of a compliment- 


ary nature I should never for an instant have 
given the plan my supportand countenance,’’ 
said Mr. Cahill this morning. 

KEVER THOUGHT OF OBJECTIONS. 

„The Mexican Government granted its per. 
mission for the band to come here purely out 
of compliment to tne Fair Association and to 
St. Louis. Idonotsee any reason for objec- 
tions on the part of the local musicians to 
their playing here. I did all I could to infiu- 
ence the Mexican Government officials to 
permit the band to come here, thinking that 
such a thingwould further tend to pleasant so- 
cial and commercial intercourse. It I had 
even dreamed ofany objection being raised I 
should never have encouraged their coming. 

The idea of having visitors, who come out 
of compliment to St. Louis, subjected to criti- 


cism as to thelr motives is very un-

He Has a Lively Tilt With a United States 
Commissioner. 


Bos rox, Mass., Sept, 24.—Gen. Butler was 
in United States Commissioner Hallett’s office 
Saturday trying to secure the discharge of 
Mrs. Clara E. Johnson, who had been ar- 
rested on the charge of perjury.

(indicating Williamson) had no right to make 
this arrest. That was not false swearing on 
her part, but it is the man who made the 
arrest who has committed a crime.’’ 

District Atterney Allen: But it was not 
this man who made the arrest.’’ 

Gen. Butler: ‘‘Well, who is he and why 
don’t you have bim here? He had no right to 
make this arrest.’’ 

Commissioner Hallett: ‘‘Gen. Butler, we 
won't enter into a discussion as to the author- 
ity for this arrest. I issued the Warrant on 
which the arrest was made. The arrest is all

SOCIETY SAVED A SHOCK. 


THE DIVORCE CASE OF M’KAY VS. M’KAY 
AT NEWPORT, R. I. 


The Deposition of Giovanni Marreschi Sup- 
pressed and Sensational Allegatiens Kept 
From the Public—Ne Defense Made by 
the Aged Boston Millicnaire—A Married 
Woman Elopes With Her Boarder. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 24.—Thanks to one 
Giovanni Marreschi, Newport is saved a 
threatened shock, and peace reigns over the 
city. The loose divorce laws of Rhode Island 
will again be made the laughing stock of the 
country. The Italian, it is supposed, resides 
in sunny Italy. His deposition was taken in a 
foreign land, and as soon as its startling alle- 
gations were read, the Court ordered it sealed 
and filed away.

A Bundle of Ideas. 


One grand change is suggested by replacing 
that gloomy fish acquarium in the basement 
by constructing aseries of long narrow tanks 
im tiers above one another so as to 


allow the water to fall in miniture 
cascades into each tank, classify the fish and 
above the tank prepare a background of arti- 
ficial rock work with a scene of Niagara in the 
background. This is my latest invention. 
When illuminated every object, even the 
smallest, is visible.

Idea No. 4—The drinking 
rela are unsightly and could 
cheaply replaced by placing them 
in the rear of a facing of rock-work; tap the 
barrel at the bottom and arrange in spring 
form, the waste water to enter a minature 
lake with a saw-mill, rafte, and shanties on 
its banks, and advertising some large lumber- 
ing scheme or enterprise. 

Idea No. 5—That famous sulphur spring 
near the sugar refinery ought not to be for- 
gotten. The water might be _ treated 
as the drinking barreis just described 
and its analysis given on a chart. 
As brevity is, however, an imperative feat- 
ure, and as I still have a volume of ideas, 
would say I would be pleased to furnish fur- 
ther information or execute the work, as sug- 
gested. 

The last idea of paramount importance for 
all classes would be an actual scene in minia- 
ture of the mining resources of this State, or 
even hydrualic and quartz mining in Califor- 
nia; they are features of national importance.

At 
Shaare Emeth there was service last night 
and also this morning, and the same ruie 
prevailed at B’nai-El and B’nat Amoona, At 
Sheerith Israel and other strictly orthodox 
synagogues services cOmmenced very early 
this morning and will continue throughout 
the day. 

The term Yom Kippur signifies the Day of 
Atonement’’ and the observance is as old as 
the Jewish religion. Inthe days of the Old 
Testament the Hebrews began to fast on the 
evening of the ninth day of the first month, 
which is the beginning of the day of Yom 
Kippur, and continued the fast untilthe even- 
Ing of the tenthday. On that day two male 
goats were early brought to the temple and hy 
lot one was ascribed te Jehovah and the 
other to Azazel, the evil spirit, When all was 
in readiness the high priest entered that 
seldom-trod recess, the innermost sanctuary 
ofthe temple, and knelt at the sacred foot- 
stool of Jehovah, according to Jewish 
belief, He sprinkled the foot-stool 
seven times with the blood of 3 
bullock” and then sacrificed the goat as - 


cribed to Jehovah and sprinkled the sacred 
foot-stool again seven times with the blood. 

Then was pronounced an atonement for the 
sanctuary and all beings. Thisthe priest did 
in mysterious solitude in the inmost sanctu- 
ary, Out now that the iniquities of the people 
had been liquified, the priest called fur the 
goat thet had been ascribed to Azazel, the 
evilspirit, and placed his hands upon the 
goat’s head, thereby imparting to it all the 
sins of his people, and the goat was then sent 
to ‘*‘Agazel in the desert. After being 
washed of the impurities that he has gath- 
ered, the priest was attired in the most mag- 
nifieent and costly robes, and sacrifieed upon 
the altar two rams on bebaif of the community 
asa whole-offering and presented with it the 
portions on the altar of the two expiatory 
offerings. 

MODERN OBSERVANCE. 

Since the destruction of the National Temple 
in Jerusalem the services of the day had nat- 
urally to assume a different form. Instead of 
the ceremonial function of expiation by the 
offering of incense and the sprinkling of the 
blood of animal victims, the more spiritual 
observances of solemn repentance were to 
distinguish the day. The confession of sins, 
its chief chargcteristic even in the Mosaic 
dispensation, was separated from the sin 
offerings and embodied in the liturgy as the 
principal religious acts of atonement. 
And so it remained through all later 
ages till our own times. The devotional 
exercises have the serious theme of peni 
tence, to whith means of reconciliation to 
God and conscience sinful man will always 
resort, as lon af as he recognizes his accounta- 
bility to God, whetheras judge, or only as 
Creator and Legislator. Foreven those who 
do not own God’s retributive justice, but only 
his law of natural penalties succeeding man’s 
evil acts, will in the consciousness of the vol- 
untary Violation of this law, feel that com- 
punction which is part of penitence and at 
the same time the irrepressible need of ree- 
onciling themselves again to the Deity whom 
they have offended by such wilful breach of 
his law, by simcere confession of their gullt 
and true resolution of amendment. 

Falthful Israelites all over the world ob- 
serve the day as a sacred fast, by abstaining 
from ali food and sensual enjoyment. They 
unite in appropriate pubiic worship in 
obedience to the ever recurring divine call for 
repentance, that they may live again a life of 
purity after being cleansed of the impurities 
of feeling, thought and conduct by their own 
rueful determination of change to piety and 
goodness, and after having suppliantiy im- 
plored his forgiveness, promised to the peni- 
tent in sacred Seripture. 

LEGEND OF THE DAY. 

There is a legend of the Talmud that on the 
day of Rosh Hoshanah the first day of the New 
Year, Jehovah site upon his throne above 
with two great books before him. He reviews 
the life of all men during the y that has 
passed and writes their names in ah. of the 
two books. Oue is the book of life and the 
other the boek of death. Those whose names 
are written in the former will live through the 
year, but those whose names are enrolied in 
the book of death will die for their sins be- 
fore the year closes. Then, the lesend says, 
the books remain open until the solemn fast 
of Yom Kippur, when they are sealed. 

Believing in the legend, and in accordance 
with the custome of their forefathers, on the 
day of Rosh Hosbanah, orthodox Hebrews 
salute each other by saying Kosvinoo Har- 
lowvo, “ a free translation of thie being May 
you be written in the book of life.’’ Upen the 
day of atonement, when the blast of the ram’s 
horn announces the conclusion of the fast, the 
penitents who have se rigorously maintained 
the custome of their fathers salute one an- 
other with the companion salutative to that 
used on New Year’s Day: ‘‘Chasminoo Har- 
lowvo,’’ which means Mar your name be 
sealed in the book of lite.“ 

Ail orthodox Jews who observe the fast of 
the atonement, are suppose te forgive, all 
their enemies, and as a token that they have 
complied with thie obligation of their faith, 
ali the men kiss each other after the final 
service. A pathetic incident of the services, 
— are the frequent prayers that are offered 

by the Hebrews tor the restoration of Jerusa- 
lem to them. 

Five days after the Day of Atonement the 
Hebrews celebrate the feast of tabernacies, 
tor which the Day of Atonemens ig partially 
a preparation. 3

THE TEXAS MILLERS. 

Those rates have long been a subject of great 
dissatisfaction to the farmers of Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, and the millers of the two 
former States, several appeals have been 
made to the railroads to correct the ineguall- 
ties in tariffs that are admitted to exist, and a 
case is now pending before the Interstate Rall 
road Commission dealing with the samé sub- 
ject matter. The cause of complaint is the 
discrimination madd in favor of the Texas 
millers, rates being so arranged as to give 
them a decided, in many cases a commanding 
advantage over those of Kansas and Missouri. 
St. Louis is the principal sufferer from 
these rates, asthe loss falls mainly upon the 
millers ofthis city. The cause of the trouble 
arose several years ago, when there was a 
phenomenal wheat crop in Texas and a short 


crop in both Misseuri and Kansas. A number 
of officiais and stockholders of the railroads 
cametothe conclusion that this state of af- 
fairs would be permanent, and accordingly a 
large number of milis were erected in what 
was regarded as the coming wheat belt of the 
Southwest. As one of the St. Louis millers 
expressed it, the case was similar to that of 
the Irishman who married a lady with 
the understanding 9 he had an 
income of $5,000 year, she 
subsequently discovering that it was only for 
one year 
A PAVORED INDUSTRY. 
The wheat cropof that year has never been 
equaled or even approached, the Kansas and 
Missouri grain did not continualy fall, as 
had been prophesied, and the conseqaence 
was that many milis found ‘themselves with- 
out wheat to turn into flour. In this extrem- 
ity the railroads came to their assistance. 
Two measures had tobe adopted to sustain 
the Texas mills; a low tariff on Northern 
wheat to be delivered to them must be estab- 
tablished, and high freights imposed on 
flour manufactured in other States. This 
was done, the result being that 
Kansas wheat was taken to the Texas mills, 
and St. Louis flour in a large mesure kept 
out of the Texas market. In all other parts of 
the coudtry wheat and flour pay the same 
railroad tolls, but in Texas a discrimination: 
is made in favor of wheat. The mills can thus 
receive their raw material at a low figure,and, 
owing to the high rate on flour, can charge 
enough for their product to enable them to 
make a profit and to still control the trade in 
their immediate neighborhood. The con- 
sumers are by po means pleased with this 
condition of affairs, as imposes a

He must have a 
quick eye, a steady nerve, a cool head, 
great decision of character, vast patience, 
unquestioned integrity and immovable self- 
centrol. A bad start inthe smallest sell- 
ing race may mean the loss of tens of 
thousands of dollars in every city in the 
country. The dissatisfaction over Sheridan 
has caused horsemen to keep their eyes open 
for a good man, and Umpire John Keliy’s 
name has been mentioned. John Kelly has 
all the qualitfes of a perfect starter. 
Those who used to see bim in 
the stormy days of umpiring in the West 
and who recall his rare courage, coolness 
and decision of character, are in no doubt of 
his ability to start horses. He has the eye of 
the professional ball player, which is perhaps 
the quickest in the worid. He is level-headed 
and possesses a patience which is inexhavst- 
ible, as the mobs who used to baw! them- 
selves hoarse at him in Louisville, St. Louis 
and Cincinnati can testify. In addition his 
integrity is unquestioned.
